Senator Blames "Big Steel" for Prolonged Strike 


Morse Takes 
Companies to 
Task in Talk 


Ching Says 'No 
Progress* Made 


Washington, Oct. 29—(AP) — 


Senator 
Morse 
(R-Ore) 
today 


blamed the big steel companies 
for failure to settle the industry- 
strangling steel strike. 


With negotiations deadlocked in 


both the steel walkout and the 
equally important 
coal strike— 


and the nation's industry showing 
the effects—Morse called on steel 
producers to grant the 10-cent 
welfare package proposed by Pres- 
ident Truman's fact-finding board. 


The major steel companies have 


expressed willingness to put a pen- 
sion-insurance plan into effect, but 
only if the workers contribute to 
it. 


No Progress Made 


Federal Mediation Chief Cyrus 


Ching, calling three more steel 
firms into peace talks starting in 
Washington Sunday or Monday, 
reported no "tangible evidence" of 
progress toward ending the strike. 


Similar reports came from coal 


talks, as negotiators put off fur- 
ther 
discussions until Tuesday. 


Meanwhile, 
government 
reports 


showed output shrinking and lay- 
offs rising in the industries which 
feed on coal and steel. 


Morse, a member of the senate 


labor committee, told a reporter: 


"United States Steel corporation 


must be blamed with major re- 
sponsibility for the economic dam- 
age being done to the country. 


"The American people should 


tell Mr. Fairless (Benjamin F. 
Fairless, president of U. S. Steel), 
and other steel industry leaders to 
start placing the public interest 
before their own blind stubborn- 
ness." 


The Republican senator declared 


it "most regrettable that the steel 
companies do not put the fact- 
finding board's recommendations 
into effect." 


In New York, conferences dron- 


ed on between Ching and the par- 
ties to the 29-day steel tie-up. He 
talked to U. S. Steel leaders for 
six hours yesterday. Then he got 
CIO President Philip Murray on 
he telephone twice, and finally 
nvited three more firms to take 
tart in the parleys.

Newman left Moscow last June

Matthews gave not the slightest 


indication that he intended to 
heed angry cnes for his resigna- 
tion from at least two members 
of congress. 
He declined any 


comment on that or other state- 
ments from congressional quar- 
ters. 


Gives Firm Answer 


When reporters asked him if 


there was any chance he might 
change his mind about removing 
Adm. Denfeld and giving him some 
other job, Matthews said firmly: 


"I asked the 
president 
for 


authority to make the transfer. 


I do not ask for things just to 
ask for them. Of course I intend 
to go through with it." 


Denfeld's special assistant, Capt. 


Walter Kang, told reporters he 
expects the admiral to retire from 
the navy rather than take a 
lesser post. 


Vehement assertions that Mat- 


thews should leave the defense 
department came from 
Senator 


Knowland 
(R-Cahf) 
and Rep. 


Bates (R-Mass). 


Bates is a member of the house 


armed services committee which 
heard Denfeld and most of the 
other high command of the three 
aimed forces testify in the bitter 
military wrangle over unification.

Matthews, as civilian head of the 
na\y, was Denfeld's superior. 


The story of the firing won't be 


complete until

In trying to un- 
derstand the case, the key point 
to keep in mind is this date: Oct.

The Dixon area is overstocked with beaver and state 


conservation department officers are busy as the beav- 
ers themselves in depopulating the marshlands of ihe 
animals. 


Dams constructed by the beavers on drainage 


ditches and small streams are sometimes destructive. 
Valuable farm lands are flooded. District Inspector Bill 
Fischer, Dixon, and Conservation Warden Lyle Reward, 
Manlms, are engaged in trapping the animals and de- 
sk oymg their dams where it is proven they are causing 


these flooded conditions. The trapped beavers are sent 
to Springfield where they are released in the Sangamon 
river bottoms. 


In the picture at the left, Warden Reward is shown 


standing on a beaver dam constructed across the Red 


Oak drainage ditch. Bill Fischer looks on. This dam, ac- 
cording to Phillip Ma2;nasson, Walnut drainage commis- 
sioner, was causing the water level to raise dangerously. 


In the scene, center, Reward has just completed de- 


stroying the cLm, allowing the water to seek its normal 
level. At the right—Reward, left, and Fischer, right, 
are setting a "pocket-book" trap for the beavers. Latest 
figures available show that 16 animals have been cap- 
tured by this method. The largest, a male, weighed more 
than 50 pounds.

Ike Keeps His Head In Services Fight 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower was at his most statesman- 


like the other day in testifying to congress on the bitter 
inter-service squabble. 


He declined to get into the melee. Instead, in a calm, 


precise way he devoted himself to clearing the air so every- 
body could understand the dispute more easily. He sought 
to lift both congressional and Pentagon thinking above the 
level of present animosities and to get things into balance. 


Partisans of either the navy or air force may have been 


disappointed that the general did not take their side. But 
they should really be grateful that he did not. For in the 
end" this controversy must be settled through reconciling 
opposing views—not through crushing victory for one or the 
other. 


Eisenhower told the house armed services committee 


the root of the trouble is the division of the sendee dollar. 
As he put it graphically: "Each service wants into that pile 
with its shovel." 


Stripped of its emotional fervor, the navy's case is dis- 


closed as largely a fear that it will be whittled down not 
through overt legal acts but through a choking off of funds 
it believes vital to most effective operations. 


On the other hand, to the air force it is basically a ques- 


tion of putting the most chips on those defense tasks that 
the joint chiefs of staff have given highest priority, such as 
strategic bombing. 


Eisenhower helped the cause of unity on this money issue 


by reminding both the generals and the admirals that they 
had worked well together during the war. He advised them 
"not to be too ready to call names or impugn motives" in 
this dispute, but rather to search for the same sort of co- 
operation they found in battle. 


To Eisenhower much of the current difficulty is an in- 


escapable part of the struggle for a permanently unified 
command. "Stumbling and fumbling" is perfectly natural 
at this stage, he said. But the effort to unify must go on 
it must not give way to discouragement because the obsta 
cles seem great. 


The inquiry into the armed services rift is now put off 


until January. In the intervening two months the nation 
will gain some idea whether unification has been advanced 
or retarded by this painful public airing of differences. 


If military and naval officials accept Eisenhower's ad 


vice, they may now begin to move closer to real service unity 
on a sounder footing than heretofore. Doubts and fears are 
out in the open, motives are known, and actions by each 
branch can be better understood. 


But if the top brass of navy and air force proceed instead 


to entrench themselves in their widely separated presem 
positions, January will find congress with a knottier prob- 
lem than it had when the hearing closed. 


Eisenhower spoke with the good of the country in mind

and admirals not to heed his words and begin to patch up 
their differences in a new spirit of co-operation,

In 
the first place, you have to make 
two discards. Your opponent will 
want to know if he has two 
chances at the pack. You will find 
that the present two-handed game 
is quite fascinating if you employ 
the right tactics.

Britain Girds for Battle

Britain's Socialist 
government,
